price, which exactly corresponds 
with the increase in the cost cf 
living in Germany.

for this is that we are so largely 
dependent on foreign supplies; a 
third of N orw ay’s food has to be 
importer!.

ier fleet shows a great shrinkage 
is compared with its dim ensions 
at the outbreak of the war. 
Ship­ 
owners* losses are m ade good fi 
nanciallv, but, so far as the coun­ 
try and its econom ic life are con­ 
cerned, the money cannot make up 
for the sunken ships and the lost 
trade which they represent.

if net all other European neutrals 
in the m atter of mobilization ex ­ 
penses, for her geographical posi­ 
tion secures to her much greater 
safety.

pensos are exceedingly heavy.” 
“The chances of N orw ay getting 
into com plications w ith either of 
the belligerent parties at present 
appear very slight,” added Doctor 
iiinge.

Mr. 
Root acting as spokesman, declared 
that he had nothing to say beyond 
the fact that the party had been 
hospitably received in every Rus­ 
sian city that they visited. 
From the Russian revolution will 
be evolved a stable goevrnment, ac­ 
cording to Jam es Duncan, vice pres­ 
ident of the American Federation 
of Labor. 
Its establishment is re­ 
tarded, he declared, by the radical 
so-called reformers, of the charac­ 
ter of I. W . W., who have returned 
to Russia after 
having 
lived 
a 
while in America. 
The success of the revolution Mr. 
Duncan attributed to the workmen 
of Russia, by whom the propaganda 
of freedom was first carried to the 
peasant class at the time of the 
original duma in 1905. 
Charles Edward Russell declared 
that the task of new 
Russia 
w*as 
greatly handicapped by German in­ 
fluences and the ceaseless activity 
of the German propagandists. 
“ Most of tl»e trouble, however, 
has been ct used by Russians nat­ 
uralized as Americans, who have re­ 
turned to Russia 
since 
the 
out­ 
break of the revolution,” he said, 
and added that Russians from the 
United States spread 
the 
report 
throughout the country that Am er­ 
ica had entered the war from sordid 
reasons. 
“ These propagandists,” 
he 
con­ 
tinued, “ who pretend to an intimate 
knowledge of American conditions 
and American motives inform their 
native countrymen that the govern­ 
ment of the United States is more 
oppressive than tile old regime at 
Retrograde* 
He declared that the extremists 
of the socialist party were demand­ 
ing the immediate institution of a 
socialist commonwealth, regardless 
of the menace of German m ilitar­ 
ism, but that most of the socialists 
were coming to understand that the 
world must be made safe for dem­ 
ocracy before there can 
be 
any 
sound progress toward social bet­ 
terment. 
Declaring that the social­ 
ist party in Am erica is in the hands 
of German propaganda, Mr. Russell 
made his first answer to his expul­ 
sion from that party. 
“ The constitution of the socialist 
party in the United States provides 
that no one could be expelled with­ 
out a hearing,” he asserted, “ so I 
consider that I have never been ex­ 
pelled, but I have no interest in an 
organization that is disloyal.”

Corsi declares that while Russia 
remains an uncertain quantity it 
will be necessary for the entente 
nations to carry on the war with 
the utmost vigor with all of their 
certain resources, abiding the time 
when Russia will again make her 
armies a compelling factor in the 
war.

on the eastern front. Germany and

Russian republic and they must al­ 
ways be ready to meet an attack 
in force.”
